In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution of India , the 
Governor of Goa hereby makes the following rules to regulate the recruitment to the Goa General 
Service , Group A , Gazetted post , in the Goa College of Engineering, Government of Goa , namely : 


1. Short title , application and commencement. ( 1) These rules may be called the Government 
of Goa, Goa College of Engineering, Group A , Gazetted post, Recruitment Rules , 2007. 


(2 ) They shall apply to the post specified in column (1) of the Schedule to these rules (hereinafter called 
as the " said Schedule " ) . 


( 3 ) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the OfficialGazette . 


2. Number, classification and scale of pay.— The number of posts, classification of the said 
post and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2 ) to (4 ) of the 
said Schedule : 


Provided that the Governmentmay vary the number of posts in column (2 ) of the said Schedule from 
time to time subject to exigencies of work . 


3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. The method of recruitment to the 
said post, age limit , qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in 
columns (5 ) to ( 13 ) of the said Schedule . 


4. Disqualification.— No person who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person 
having a spouse living or who , having a spouse living , has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any person , shall be eligible for appointment to the service : 


Provided that the Government may , if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule . 


5. Power to relax.— Where , the Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order , for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, and in consultation with the Goa Public Service Commission , relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons. 
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6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations , relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes, and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Government from time to time in that regard .

8. Other Terms and Conditions.— ( 1 ) The grant 
of financial assistance under the Scheme cannot 
be claimed as a matter of right. 


( 3 ) Dwelling House.- Means the existing house 
in which the applicant/his family reside at the time 
of submitting application for financial assistance 
under ASRO Housing Scheme including 
Mundkarial dwelling house . 


(2 ) The amount sanctioned under this Scheme 
shall be utilized for the purpose of up gradation of 
repairs of the existing house / construction new 
house within a period of 45 days and the utilization

BDO for recommendation of release of second 
installment. 


concerned Taluka should have a complete 
inventory of houses repaired / construction under

9. Sanitation and sanitary latrine.- Sanitary 
latrine should be an integral part of the house . 


( 2 ) The Government may relax any of the 
provision of this scheme. 


A system of drainage from the house should be 
provided to avoid overflow from kitchen , bathroom 
etc.
